John Foster, president of Grand Prix, would loose so much of his business if 
the Defense Construction Supply Center (DCSC) plant were to close that he 
doesn't even like to think about the prospect of it happening. 

"It would be a great loss to the community," Foster said. His company 
manufactures-vehicular-accessories such seat covers and top assemblies that 
cover military vehicles. And the bulk of the work his company has received has 


been from DCSC. 


Grand Prix today hires 14 people and uses 134 vendors in the city of Columbus 
Foster is looking to hire 15 more people now and expects to be at 44 by year end 
just on the strength of the contracts he now has with the base 

"| don't see how we couldn't be affected,” Foster said. "But we will have to go 


forward even if the closing occurs." _

Mortgage lending study draws 
community response, CUL says

Sharon Austin, director of housing for 
the Columbus Urban League, got 
surprised when the results of the Urban 
League's mortgage lending study were 
circulated out in the community. 

Austin expected mainly the media and 
financial institution to be interested in the 
results, but not the kind of public reaction 
the League received. “There has been 
continuing interest in the way we look at 
the numbers in this study,” Austin said. 

The study of lending practices of finan- 
cial institutions under the Home 


Mortgage Disclosure Act (HMDA) was 
conducted for the ef 1991 by the Urban 
League as a result of a contract with the 
city of Columbus and Franklin County. 

The purpose of the law, enacted in 
1975, is to provide residential lending 
information that can be useful in several 
ways, said Samuel Gresham, president 
and chief executive officer of CUL, as he 
presented the results of the study at a 
recent press conference. 

The League study shows a number of 
key differences in the way banks lend to 
blacks and whites in the counties the 
study covered--Delaware, Franklin, Lick- 
ing, Madison, Pickway, and Union. With 


every institution covered in the study, 
black consistently had a higher rejection 
rate than whites who applied for home 
mortgages. 

Only three financial institutions out of 
15 rejected black applicants less than 
twice the rate at which they rejected white 
applicants. Those institutions were Bank 
One, Colony Mortgag@-and Society Na- 
tional Bank, 

Other aspects of the study covered 
how financial institutions made loans to 
low to moderate income residents for 
home improvements as well as how they 
made conventional

react to McKarn 
conviction

When OSU student Michelle McKarn 
charged that Columbus police officers 
Daniel Adair and Matt Landon used ex- 
cessive force in arresting her on March 
11, her fellow students protested on her 
behalf. When she was recently convicted 
for disorderly conduct and resisting ar- 
rest, the outrage and anger of her peers 
erupted again 

Like the 1992 Oleatha Waugh case, in 
which Columbus police officer was 
charged with excessive, force, the 
Michelle McKarn case has fanned the 
flames of an already tense relationship 
between campus area police and OSU's 
African-American students 

"| feel that it was just another judge- 
ment made by the American injustice 
system. She didn't get any justice in her 
trial. It was really unfair that the jury was 
sent back by the judge so many times 
and the deliberation lasted such a long 
time," said Wallace Wright, an OSU 
chemical engineering junior who was 
present in the courtroom in the first days 
of the trial and on the day of sentencing 

"She should have been acquitted of 
everything. The jury was there five hours 
and the judge was trying to force them 
into making a verdict. It was a bad way 
how they were handling it. | was there off 
and on throughout the two weeks, three 
weeks ofthe trial. They really didn't prove 
anything. The jury was’ forced into a 
decision by the judge. She was not 
judged by her peers, she was judged by 
the court and it was very unfair," said 
Mark Screven, amechanical engineering 
junior. 

‘| don't think you can arrest people for 
speaking their mind,” said Erica Frazier, 
an education junior, referring to the dis- 
orderly conduct charges against Michelle 
for making obscene comments to the 
officers. "It bothers me to think that 1'm 
not allowed to disrespect a police officer 
and that | might get-arrested for it." 

“When it did go to trial, | didn't think 
she would win anyway, said Charita Gil- 
mer, ahuman ecology senior: "Columbus 
is a racist town and the police force, they

Man conquers cancer by changing lifestyle

Roland Tyler, a 41-year-old can- 
cer survivor, is oul lo spread the 
word about lifestyie and dietary 
changes that can help reduce the 
risk of cancer. 

“We've been eating on the level 
of slavery,” said Tyler, referring to 
African-American "soul food" diets 
rich in fatty foods such as chitter!- 
ings and fried chicken. "That type 
of behavior breeds high blood 
pressure and it causes cancer.” 

Having survived cancer of the 
testes and lymph nodes, Tyler has 
learned by experience to change 
his eating habits and would like to 
see others do the same 

"Instead of frying food, how 
about baking it? Instead of cooking 
something until it's black and dark 
we need to mildly prepare it, We 
need to invest in what we eat," he 
said 

Tyler says he avoids fast food, 
fried food, lap water and eats lots 
of high-fiber cereals and 
vegetables. He says he also eats 
sparingly. "We don't need a whole 
lot of food to eat." | 

Eating right isn't easy, says 
Tyler, but thelong-term effects are 
worth it. "When people change 
their diets for the better, you can 
experience withdrawal symptoms 
(such as headaches), but they 
eventually go away," Tyler said 
“Until we change, we're going to

have Black men dying at 45 and

Exercise is another important 
deterrent to cancer, says Tyler 
Since his bout with the disease, 
Tyler has gotten into lifting weights 
and walking. 

Tyler is also concerned about 
the effects of certain cancer treat- 
ments, such as the radiation 
produced by chemotherapy. 

"Radiation |s very serious: More 
people are dying of radiation than 
the cancer itself," he said. Tyler 
says he was “chemically 
damaged" for two years as the 
result of two aggressive 
chemotherapy treatments

Austin also found from talking to 
other cities that banks that did well 
in the Columbus market may have 
had poorer lending records in other 
cities even in Ohio. She thinks that 
difference might be because of the

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Drinking alcohol in moderation 
is important as well, according to 
Tyler. "Cancer is created by a 
repeat of any activity for long 
periods of time. Anything you do 
too much of can cause cancer 
Moderation can contfol.cancer,” he 
says 

Tyler urges men to perform fre- 
quent self-examinations to detect 
signs of testicular cancer. He says 
a tumorous growth on the testicles 
usually feels like a lump filled with 
a jelly-like substance. If this type of 
growth is detected during an ex- 
amination, a physician should be 
consulted immediately. 

"Cancer has affected my whole 
family," says Tyler, an ex-smoker 
whose grandfather, aunt, uncle 
and sister died from cancer, Know- 
ing the history of diseases such as 
cancer in your family is vital to your 
own health, hesays 

Tyler is looking forward to living 
a happy, healthy life for many more 
years. He just received his 
master's degree. in counselor's 
education from the University of 
Daytoh, volunteers for the 
American Cancer Society and 
would like to counsel cancer 
patients. 

“They say if you cam tive more 
than five years after acquiring can- 
cer, you can survive," said Tyler, 
"My greatest blessing is that I'm 
still alive.”

Children’s Hospital sponsors Bicycle Safety Helmet Campaign 


The Central Ohio Pediatric 
Society (COPS), which includes 
more than 200 pediatricians and 
other health care specialists in 
Central Ohio and Children's 
Hospital Trauma Services are 
sponsoring a program this sum- 
mer to emphasize the importance 
of children wearing helmets when 
riding bicycles. 


"There are half a million emer- 
gency room visits and 1500 
deaths from bicycle accidents 
each year," said Robert D. Murray, 
MD, director of education for 
COPS. “The majority of accidents 
occur in children five to 15 years 
of age during the summer months, 
June to September. Serious cy- 
cling injuries involve the head on

80 percent of cases, so protection 
is critical. During an accident, 
those riders wearing a helmet 
reduce their risk of serious injury 
by 85 percent." 


During the bike helmet safety 
campaign, which extends through 
August, the sponsoring organiza- 
tions have arranged with many 
area bicycle shops to offer! the 
safety helmets at the special price 
of $24. 95, which represents a sig- 
nificant savings from the normal 
retail price. 


“The financial and emotional 
cost of a major bike accident in 
your family is staggering by com- 
parison to the cost of a helmet," 
said Dr. Murray. “Your child's hel- 
met will absorb the shock of a 
crash and spread the force of the 
impact over the helmet surface 
rather than over the child's skull. 
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When choosing a helmet, parents 


should look forthe SNELL or ANSI. 


rating codes inside the helmet. 
These attest to the helmet's con- 
struction and durability. The hel- 
met should-not limit-the child's 
vision or hearing, nor shift front-to- 
back or side-to-side, if properly 
fitted," Dr. Murray explained. 


In addition-to the use of a hei- 
met, parents are encouraged to 
select a safe bike appropriately 
sized for the child and to insist on 
safe cycling practices

NEWYORK, NY--The annual 
Black Enterprise magazine list of 
the top 100 Black-owned firms hit 
the newsstands this month, and it 
shows that their gross revenues 
shot up by 13.9 percent last year 
This compares with only a 4.4 per- 
cent rise for giant, Fortune 500 
companies. 


But, Robert Johnson of the 
Washington, D.C.-based Black 
Entertainment Television (BET), 
cautioned thal gross revenue 
figures can be misleading. “I think 
we need to look at the profit pic- 
ture," said Johnson. “We would be 
surprised at how small the bottom 
line is," BET ranked 17th on the list 
of top 100 industrial and service 
companies. According to the 
magazine, the top ten Black-

, budget, regardless of the source, is more than 
A* accumulation of numbers on paper; it repre- 
sents the thinking and priorities of those who

In that sense, the biennial budget crafted by Ohio's 
Senate Republicans demonstrates a short-sightedness 
and political insensitivity to the needs and interest of 
low-income Ohioans. 

The vast majority of the dollars in the $30.9 billion 
budget are fixed, regardless of which party or ideology 
is in power; subsidy amounts. for welfare, higher and 
secondary education, and medicaid are generally fairly 
rigid; the prisons have fixed needs; and the levels of 
spending for general government change only in- 
crementally from year to year. 

But priorities and directions are often set at the 
margins, and this is where the Senate, sadly, failed the 
lest 

There was at least on key positive in the budget: the 
Senate raised spending for Central State University's 
special subsidy to $7 million grant program to provide 
financial assistance for higher education for single 
parents and displaced homemakers. In a press state- 
ment, the Black Elected Democrats of Ohio called that 
move "hypocritical", since the senators -- paricularly the 
Flepublicans -- have been pushing for programs such 
as “learntare™ which are designed to provide penalties 
and rewards for teen-aged parents to keep them in 
school 

At the same time that the Senate effectively deleted 
a $2.8 million per year school breakfast expansion by 
merging it into the state's disadvantaged pupil impact 
aid program, it approved an increase of $2 million per 
year more than the governor requested for the Ohio Arts 
Council -- a step which seems to favor the interest of 
the state's elites at the expense of its poorest children 

In the area of corrections, the Senate, sadly, has 
moved away from the governor's goal gf "community 
corrections" -- a move which is both fiscally foolish and 
unwise from a policy standpoint. Governor Voinovich 
aiid the director of Rehabilitation and Corrections, 
Reginald Wilkinson, have rightly said that the state of 
Ohio cannot build its way out of a prisons operating at 
175 percent of capacity, there is an intense and imme 
diate need to create programs which divert non-violent 
first offenders away from the state prisons, and reserve 
them fer career criminals and violent offenders 

The governor had proposed an expansion of options 
at the county level for judges to be able to use in order 
to participate in this process — including the expansion

The combination 
of spending cuts and tax.increases was bound 
to cause much discussion and criticism, no mat- 
ter how it was packaged, Yet, a slim majority of 
the Congressmen took a chance, and supported 
the President's program. 

There were those who wanted to shift more of 
the burden on the poor and the working class, 
which would have had more of anill-effect on our 
community in the process. Fortunately, a 


of community-base corrections programs. But the 
senate, in its own rush to judgement in the wake of the 
Lucasville uprising, decided to take what we believe to 
be the easy way out by merely increasing the funding 
for prison guards -~-and taking dollars away from prison 
recreational funds to do it. Those actions could have 
the impact of continuing the increase in our prison 
population -- while at the same time exacerbating the 
tension that lead to rioting. 

The senate's changes in the welfare program will 
probably be punitive for low-income families. Despite 
many senators’ focus on the need for drastically cut 
back on the opportunities for many low-income families 
to gain a major benefit which will enable them to 
achieve that goal -- earning less than the poverty level, 
whose income could rise while receiving the day care 
to a level only 133 percent of poverty. Families already 
in the system earning between 100 percent and 185 
percent of poverty -- about $14,000 per year for family 
of four -- could remain in the state's program, but would 
have to pay a sliding fee scale, which could raise their 
costs for day care to more the $6600 per year under 
the state’ program, We recognize that the senate may 
believe such a measure is necessary to focus scarce 
day care resources on the most needy, but we also 
recognize that the poorest, most struggling citizens in 
our state can hardly afford to pay such massive dollars 
for day care. 

We are also disappointed that the senate chose the 
delete more than $27 million from Governor Voinovich's 
request to expand the state's head start funding. Ohio 
had been a leader in using state funding to expand this 
vital program. Many conservatives have begun to chal- 
lenge the claims of the head start program that it has 
been successful in assisting low-income children in 
preparing for school. But we believe that full head start 
funding is a critical component to the governor's goal 
of reaching the poorest children in our state with the 
benefits of remediation, and we are disappointed that 
the senate cut back on this program. 

Despite the senate’s vote, there remains an oppor- 
tunity for a more reasoned approach to prevail; The 
house and senate will meet to resolve differences in the 
two bills. We urge the conference committee to craft a 
budget bill which focuses on improving the lives of poor 
citizens in the future, rather than simply warehousing 
them in our prisons or maintaining them on our welfare 
rolls. The senate’s plan, which we believe is deficient 
in improving the lives of poor citizens, should be sig-

Attorney Oliver has been active in Civil Rights, in 
fact, he is an expert on Affirmative Action having written 
numerous legal articles on the matter.

It was November, 1970, when Ohio made history 
which it never repeated. 

In that year, Ohio Supreme Court Judge Robert M 
Duncan, a Republican, was elected without opposition 
to a full term on the court, a court to which he had been 
appointed the previous year by then-Gov. James A. 
Rhodes. 

Much has happened in the past 23 years. Three 
governors’ have come and gone; five presidents have 
done likewise. Five election cycles 
have brought in three different attor- 
ney generals; two different state 
treasurers; four different secretaries 
of state, two different auditors, five 
different senators and a number of 
different members of the Ohio 
Supreme Court. 

But one thing has stayed the 
same: no Black since Duncan has 
own statewide office. The late Lloyd 
O. Brown, who formerly served as a 
Cuyahoga County Common Pleas 
Court Judge, was elevated to the Ohio Supreme Court 
after Duncan left in 1972, but he was defeated in the 
general election: Since then;-Sarah Harper (inv 1980, 
as Republican nominee for the Chief Justice of the 
Supreme Court); Virgil Brown (in 1982, as Republican 
nominee for the Secretary of State), and. Stephanie 
Tubbs-Jones (in 1990, as Democratic nominee for the 
Ohio Supreme Court) are the only Blacks who have 
been nominated by their respective parties to run for 
ve. lOst._« — = 

Now, a statéwide coalition is attempting to correct 
that history, focusing on thé Democratic party. The 
coalition, which includes representatives of the Black 
Elected Democrats of Ohio; the Black Elected 
Democrats of Cleveland Ohio; the Black Elected Sub- 
urban Officials; the Ohio Black Women's Political 
Caucus, and other groups, is attempting to build a 
grass-roots base for the run of a Black candidate in the 
1994 Democratic primaries. . 

There is a A ses deal of speculation surrounding 
potential candidates. Cleveland Mayor Michael White 
has recently downplayed talk that he may be consider- 
ing a run for the U:S. Senate seat currently held by 
Howard Metzenbaum, Metzenbaum is rumored to be 
planning to step down from the senate seat he has held 
since 1997, with the hope that his son-in-law, attorney 
and businessman Joel Z. Hyatt, will replace him. 

White would not be expected to take on Metzen- 
baum in a head-to-head fight. However, White has 
said that Joel Hyatt should not expect a coronation in 
his bid to replace his father-in-law in the U.S. Senate. 

While White has said only that he is now running for 
mayor, his protestations ring hollow when one con- 
siders that he is virtually guaranteed re-election.to his 
mayor's post; is sitting on a campaign fund estimated 
by observers at $1.5 million; and has already chal- 
lenged Metzenbaum and fellow senator John Glenn on 
their failure to recommend Tubbs-Jones, now serving 
as the Cuyahoga County Prosecutor, for a vacant 
federal judgeship.

This is an intolerant society we 
live in. The media bombards us 
with messages that tell us there's 
only one way to look (skinny, thin 
nose and lips and light com- 
plexion), there's only one way for 
men to act (aggressive and 
“masculine"), there's only one 
way for women to act (submis- 
sive and "feminine"), and there's 
only one acceptable sexual 
orientation and way to express 
affection (heterosexual). 


Society tells us that there are 
very strict, limiting, rigid roles for 
men and women to play in 
society. A man should be the 
breadwinner and should not ex- 
press emotion in "effeminate" 
ways; a woman should stay 
home with the kiddies and stand 
by her man. 


Society is a little bit easier on 
women than they are on men in 
some ways, Little girls are al- 
lowed to be tomboys, and 
‘women are allowed to kiss, hug 
‘and hold hands with other 
women without feeling awkward. 
Women can admire other women 
("I love her hair" or "She is so 
pretty" are acceptable things for 
women to say). Women can 
dress in men's clothing and be 
considered cute and chic, Men 
aren't allowed to gender-bend at 
all without being considered a 
“fruit,” “fairy,” or "faggot." 


Little boys who don't fit into 
society's rigid male gender roles 
have it tough. As alittle boy, | was 
raised in a predominantly female 
environment and went through a 
so-called "effeminate" stage. 
Yes, liked to climb trees and play 
with trucks and other "boys’ 
toys," but | also went through a 
tage where | wanted to play with 
dolls and play dress-up with my 
female cousins.

There is a movement now that 
is trying to explain away 
homosexuality as a psychologi- 
cal disorder.

Some churches feel that if a 
homosexual becomes “saved" 
he or she can pray their gay 
away. 


We may never know if 
homosexuality is a product of na- 
ture or nurture. A 1991 study dis- 
covered that a tiny part of a gay 
man's brain is smaller than that 
of a heterosexual man, but the 
study didn't determine whether

Patricia Carter, a Department 
of Youth Services youth leader, 
has benefitted from the state's 
Personal Enrichment Through 
Education (PETE) program 

PETE, a program developed by 
labor unions, Owens Technical 
College and the Department of 
Administrative Services, helps 
state employees complete their 
education. The workers. are al- 
lotted four hours from every work 
week to attend mathematics and 
verbal skilis courses for 10-weék 
sessions 

Carter, who gained fame in 
1977 as the city’s first female 
sanitation worker, has utilized the 
PETE program to further her 
education. She has completed 
three years of college and has 
goals of becoming a corrections 
officer and counselor 

While. some participants in the 
PETE program use it to obtain a 
GED, Carter says they test each 
participant and start them out at 
their current level. Carter plans to 
graduate from Columbus State 
Community College 

Out of 21 students in Carter's 
class, five (Paula Napthier, Karen 
Wright, James Holt, Mary Sherrill 


and Francine Brown) are Black 
Carter, who is in her second term 
with PETE, says the program has 
been of great value 


"It's-helping me because you 
don’t always use your math skills 
and proper English at work," said 
Carter. "The program has a lot of 
opportunities if you take ad- 
vantage of it. It's up to you." 


The kids at the Department of 
Youth Services know Carter well, 
she says. Carter, a mother of three 
girls (Saundra, Corisa and Alia, a 
Denison University graduate) and 
two boys (Clark and Victor) and a 
grandmother of 11, enjoys her job. 


"{ like helping children in 
trouble," said Carter. "It helps to 
be a good listener, be flexible, be 
understanding.

Premature Mothers: 
A Disturbing Lullaby

Everyday in America: 1,334 Black 
teenagers become sexually active; 827 
Black teenager girls get pregnant, 448 
Black infants are born to teen mothers; 
548 Black infants are born to mothers 
who were not high school graduates. 

Teén mothers. Babies having babies 
We see or hear about them nearly every 
day. We shake our heads in sorrow or 
sympathy or frustration. Why are so 
many young girls--especially in the Black 
community--choosing to become 
premature mothers? And why, when we 
can send people to the moon, can't .we 
convince young girts and boys that 
parenthood is best saved until adul- 
thood? 

Despite what young people today 
know about preventing pregnancy and 
the growing menace of AIDS, they con- 
tinue to have unprotected sex. Despite 
the limits that early childbearing puts on 
their futures, too many of these young 
girls may be increasingly “getting preg- 
nant on purpose." 

In focus groups and conversations, 
young girls offer some of the réasons for 
premature motherhood; because they 
see childbearing as a bridge to adul- 
thood, a way to feel "grown"; because 
they want someone to love them (or 
someone to love); because their friends 
are having babies and because they 
want a cherished reminder of the young 
Black men who are dying in great num- 
bers every day. 

We know that children born to prema- 
ture mothers are more likely to be born 
too small and too soon, to die within the 
first year of life; and to live injpoverty, We 
know that many of these children will be 
raised by grandparents, other relatives, 
foster parents or by nobody at all 

But knowing is not enough, we must 
take action to convince young girls and 
boys to make the kinds of choices that 
have the potential to give them and their 
children a brighter future 

Recently, the CDF (Children's 
Defense Fund) interviewed small groups 
of Black and Latin6 teens and parents of 
teens in the Northeast, the Southeast 
and in Southern California. We asked 
them their views on many things, includ- 
ing sexuality, pregnancy, marriage, 
school and family life. Most of them were 
from low-income communities 

Many of the teens said they thought 
that the "right" age for starting sexual 
activity was the late teens and early 
twenties. Asked why so few young 
people wait until then, both teens and 
parents said that peer pressure was the 
biggest reason. Some also said that 
curiosity, seeing sex 

on television and in the movies and 
reading about sex in magazines en- 
couraged them to experiment 

When asked what was good and bad 
about having a baby, many of the teens- 
male and female--said that although 
parenthood would be a financial burden 
and Would curtail their freedom, having a 
baby would be a way to gain some 
measure of love; respect or controHack= 
ing elsewhere in their lives 

"| feel that with a baby, you know you'll 
have somebody to love you regardigss,” 
Said one girl. "Whatever you do, that child 
is going to love you, is going to always 
look up to you, protect you." 

A boy said that, "Knowing itis yours, 
you Could’show it What'you were taught.+ 

And one girl.said,” You're in.charge of 
someone. You feel like you have some 
power.’ 

Maybe that’s part of the problem, Our 
young people want to feel loved, they 
want to feel in charge, they want to feel 
s6me kind of power in their lives. The

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A federally sponsored panel 
recently issued new guidelines for 
diagnosis and treatment of sickle 
cell disease, an inherited disorder 
that makes children susceptible to 
infections and other potentially fata! 
complications. 

The guidelines include a recom- 
mendation for universal screening 
of newborns, protective doses of 
penicillin to ward off infection and 
follow-up medical care. 

Universal screening is currently 
performed in 34 states and jurisdic- 
tions, and targeted screening is 
done in others. 

Sickle cell disease is marked by 
crescent-shaped red blood cells. 
The most common form, sickle cell 
anemia, affects one out 375 African 
Americans, causing jaundice and 
abdominal, muscular and joint pain, 
skin ulcerations and gallstones 

But the disease also occurs in 
people whose ancestors came from 
areas such as the Mediterranean 
basin, Arabian Peninsula, the 
Caribbean and Central and South 
America. 


The new guidelines call for 
screening of all newborn babies for 
sickle call disease. Panel co-chair 
Jeanne Smith, M.D., associate 
professor of clinical medicine at 
Columbia University and director of 
the Comprehensive Sickle Cell 
Center at Hariem Hospital, said 
screening programs targeted to a 
specific racial or ethnic group will 
not identify all infants with sickle 
cell disease. 

"Because of mixing of the gene 
pool, it's not always possible to be 
certain of an individual's racial or 
ethnic background by physical ap- 
pearance, surname or self-report,” 
Dr. Smith said 
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“Universal screening is the best 
and most reliable method of casting 
the broadest possible net to iden- 
tify affected infants," Dr. Smith said, 
“and it ensures that all babies 
benefit equally from state and 
federal funding for neonatal 
screening.” 

The test can be done in conjunc- 
tion with other neonatal screening 
tests that are also: performed 
universally for conditions such as 
phenylketonuria--a relatively rare 
disease that causes mental retar- 
dation--and hypothyroidism, a 
thyroid condition. 

The guidelines also call for in- 
fants whose initial test reveals 
sickle cell anemia to be given 
prophylactic penicillin within two 
months of birth, even if the diag- 
nosis has not been confirmed. 

"Administration of penicillin can 
significantly reduce the number and 
severity of infections and 
pneumonia-related deaths," said 
the panel's other co-chair, Thomas 
Kinney, M.D., professor of 
pediatrics at Duke University Medi- 
cal Center in Durham, N.C. 


The guidelines also recommend 
improved — counseling for 
couples with the sickle cell trait, 
which increases the risk of offspring 
being born with sickle cell anemia. 
Eight percent of all African- 
Americans--2.5 million individuals- 
-carry the trait; when both parents 
have it, their offspring have a one 
in four chance of being born with 
sickle cell anemia. 

Futhermore, the guidelines call 
on screening laboratories to relay 
test results promptly to the infant's 
physician and hospital of birth. 

The_infant'’s physician should 
promptly establish a definitive diag-

nosis and the parents should be 
taught about the disease, routine 
child care (including body tempera- 
ture measurement, and signs of life- 
threatening complications, such as 
fever, unusual sleepiness or ir- 
ritability, rapid respiration, or vomit- 
ing), and how to reach medical help 
quickly. 


The guidelines also emphasize 
the importance of regular visits to 
assess the child's medical status, 
administration of age-appropriate 
immunizations; and the provision of

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Syllogisms that 
bite you where it 
hurts, man! 


Statments that got the likes of Jimmy The 
Greek and Al Campanis fired from their jobs 
a few years ago led to their dismissals be- 
cause their fateful comments were deemed 
to be racist for white men in these days of 
“enlightenment.” 

The "enlightenment" | am talking about has 
broken through on so many fronts that the 
“almighty of yesteryear" must be wondering 
just what happeried to.the world. In. other 
words,we—and,- especially the _men_cited— 
above, are supposed to know better. 

Racism, it might be recalled, was once so 
openly espoused by governmental officials, 
business leaders, educators, clerics and 
other standard bearers of the values of our 
American society that the racial tolerance we 
have come to expect in the last 35 years or 
sO pales in comparison to the years of racial 
animosity that have Characterized the pre- 
vious 300 years of our history. It is tragic to 
have to accept that realization 

Jimmy The Greek got the ax because of 
his comments about the mating of black 
bucks and such to produce great athletes. 
Campanis got the ax because of his com- 
ments that blacks did not possess “the neces- 
sities" to be good managers of baseball 
tears In particular. 

At the time these men got sacked, | 
remember thinking how stupid their com- 
ments were and why, even if they felt the way 
they did, they would be so bold as to repeat 
such drivel where they could be picked up by 
anything resembling an ever-present, ‘en- 
lightened" news media. 

| am certain you can think of numerous 
other more contemporary instances in which 
African American people have been held up 
to ridicule that are even more blatant and 
pernicious than any of what! have related up 
to this point. Earl Butz, Marge Schott, James 
Watt...the pattern should be clear. 

Borther Willie Dew, an old sagé | grew up 
with, once said, during one of his rather 
lengthy sidewalk sessions with us 
youngbloods, “Boys, just remember this: 
what's in you will come out of you." That bit 
of wisdom has tempered my surprise about 
so many cruel and unkind things people say 
and do to each other. 

So here is where | stand on the subject of 
assertions of racial supremacy: prove it 
beyond a reasonable doubt! And if you can't, 
shut up! | have a sneaky feeling that if we 
took that posture on the question, we would 
have a lot of the kind of silence on the subject 
that would get us past the syllogisti€, the kind 
of thinking that often leads to stereotyping. 

An example of a syllogism, which is based 
on faulty logic, is: Black people are illiterate. 
James is black. Therefore, James is illiterate. 
As stupid as that sounds, it is often the kind 
of "logic" that is used in the larger society to 
evaluate not only the performance of African 
Americans, but the very being of other 
"minorities." 
» And doesn't it make you sick? If it does; | 
would suggest that that is what itis supposed 
to do: make you so sick to your stomach that 
your blood pressure goes up through the roof 

When | first set down to put these obser- 
vations on paper, my first thought was to 
construct an imaginary black corporate com- 
glomerate that pulled together all the skills of 
fthe-est and brightest black minds in the 
country today, the fastest and the shrewdest 
black workers available on the market 
anywhere, : 
| Such an exercise, | reasoned, would tell 
ime something about how far we African 
‘Americans have to travel to deepen and to 
{broaden the base of our ability to address our 
town needs in the area of manufacture of 
goods and services for the benefit of the 
tmarkets-we serve: ~ - 

- _Psuspendedsthe idea in-midstrgam, how, 
ever, because | concluded that if the history~ 
Of African Americans in this country says noth- 
ng else to us, it has said loudly and clearly, 
We are a resourceful people, a people with 
just as much ability to transcend obstacles as 
any other people at any other period in history. 

Just as racism, in all its ugliness, doesn't 

surprise me, neither do the absolutely stpen- 
dous accomplishments of black people, even 
in face of it. It would be wrong to construct a 
"“counter-syllogism" that black people are 
transcendent and therefore the man is the 
rack house is also transcendent. 
! We should never put it past the crack 
addict to tap into his power to transcend the 
obstacles of his life. He, and even those black 
men and women which our society has so 
viciously crippled and imprisoned, are living, 
breathing beings capable of achieving 
wonders beyond belief, even from where they 
sit. 


That is why racism is so vicious and why 
we can never allow it to make us so sick that 
we miss the fedeeming value of persistence 
against the odds it casts in our paths, Our 
lives do depend ‘on that very struggle; our 
futures hang in that balance

Consumers surveys find that we are 
basing more and more of our purchasing 
decisions on the impact that the product 
has on the environment. in one recent 
poll, three out of four people claim to be 
doing something around their home to 
help preserve the environment 

This includes practices such as recy- 
cling newspapers or cans, or using 
natural pesticides and herbicides. Forty- 
four percent of the people who responded 
said they have changed their shopping 
habits. to reflect their environméntal 
awareness. 

Part-of this trend-can~be-traced to 
children who are taught respect for the 
environment in school, These young

Atypical balance sheet lists assets on 


one side in decreasing order of how easi- 
ly they can be converted into cash 
Liabilities are listed on the other side in 
the order in which they must be repaid 
Owner's equity is shown below liabilities 

The financial statements of busi- 
nesses generally use similar categories 
of assets, liabilities, and owner's equity 
Assets are usually classified into three 
categories--current assets, fixed assets 
and intangible assets 

Current assets include cash 
marketable securities, accounts receiv 
able, inventories and other amounts that 
are expected to be turned into cash, 
generally within a year. Fixed assets rep- 
resent more durable items that are used 
by the business in the course of carrying 
out Jjts operations--items such as land 
buildings, machinery, equipment, and 
furniture. 

Some balance sheets refer to this 
category as property, plant, and equip 
ment, Patents, copyrights, trademarks 
and goodwill fit into the category of intan- 
gible assets

“There is no rigid-format governing 
income statements and the items 
included on these statements may 
vary from business to business. 
The income statement generally 
opens with a’net sales figure that 
indicates the total amount of sales 
recorded (less returns and dis- 
counts). 

From this figure, the company’s 
costs and expenses are deducted. 
Common expense entries include 
the cost of goods sold; sales and 
administrative expenses such. as 
wages, salaries, supplies, rent, ad- 
vertising, interest on borrowed 
money; and taxes. 

The resulting figure is the net 
income, one of the most important 
measures of a company's perfor- 
mance. Net income shows how 
successful the company is in

READ THE FOOTNOTES 

Don't overlook the footnotes to 
the financial statements. They 
generally explain in greater detail 
certain captioned items from the 
balance sheet and income state- 
ment. The footnotes might describe 
the company’s debt obligations, list 
its significant vendors, or highlight 
the fact that ownership of the com- 
pany is concentrated in several sig- 
nificant shareholders. 

Additionally, footnotes explain 
items not disclosed on the balance 
sheet or income statement, such as 
if the company is party to a sig- 
nificant lawsuit. 

FINANCIAL RATIOS AND IN- 
SIGHTS 

Financial ratios are important 
tools for measuring a business’ per- 
formance. Ratios are particularly
